In recent weeks Warren has bem conducting 4 carpai m for so-called States Rights, 
together with other Republican governors of various states, Using this as a political 
platfom against carrying out of the war program of the government am for sabotage 
of the fedex], war agencies in trying to carry out treir policies. 
For example, the le cislature passed a bill in the midst of a great 
deal of whipped up hysteria agalict th war agencies to set up a special farm products 
council with a program to attack and discreait the Acyialtural Man Power policies 


of the federal administratim. Although hinself not @mgaging in some of thaao 


opmly defeatist talk, Warren has never chsassociated himsolf from the leaders of 
the defeatist bloc in the legislature who talk openly, preach rebellion against the 
federal vovernent onthe floor of the legislature. 

Our approach las been to suvport a constructive pro-war MeacKs 
measures that have com up, directing our main fire against the reactimary bloc control 
of the legislature, branding them as defeatists who are lining up with the worst ; 
fifth colum elements in the country. We have called on Warren to break with them . 
because he still strives to disassociate himself from then publicly, we have tried to 


smoke him out by criticising his silence on natioral issues of the ware 


“5D We have called for the reorganization of the progressive Raum 


4 Beces in the Deocrtic Party ad criticized the Roosevelt Democratic leaiers for 
failure to speak up in defense of Roosevelt's policies which are umer attacke 
And we have stuiven for labor's greater initiative on political issues of the war 
and against the defeatists. But there has been weakness in wr policy. We were 


slow to react to the new situation after the elections and did not stress tle P 
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dangers in line with the national political situation until recently, With the timely 
help of the Political Bureau wo have been working for tle past two mmths to overcome 
these weaknesses. Warren was able to take advantage of the fact that the trade union 
movment, even the progressive CIO uniom, have not wmffi ciently concerned themselves 
with the broader issues of the ware While some have spoken ait on the secmd front, 
on Arecican Soviet rélations, on Casablanca policy, they have concerned thems elves 
mainly with s ate legislative questims and mainly with the fight againat anti-labor 
legislation. 
There is a tendency vickhtin even in pro ressive unions, to judge 
Warren solely on his laboz record and not on his real program against the war poli cies. 
The fail to see a division of labor between Warren am the opmly defeatist bloc in 
the Reovblican Party wher ey Warren can appear,4s @ pré-Wir,pro-Roosevelt force while 
his se carried ont its dirty wore far whth he need not fake the full responsibility. 
Secmdly, the unime, absorbed with reduction problans, with tre 
yrestion of prices and wage stabilization, do not ome TE GOnY. relate these questions 
to naticnal policial issues of the country. Thirdly, vile : Labor has always had 
excellent relations with the Denmeratic Party, since the election defeat the trade 
unime have done very little to help revive the Denocratic Party. Sime the last election 
the Derocratic Party has became demoralized, with factimal divisions, many of their 


loaders tagging *ehind Warren and letting the reactionary Democrats like the head of 


Hane Little Dies Committee to take the jnitiation in state political affairs. 


fhe leader of the Roosevelt forces inthe Democratic Yarty, Attorney 


Bob Kenny, sees no mass support and thereBore considers it expedient to go along with 
_oeeters, 


Warren, But in spite of all these unfavorable developments, the Democratic Party has 


a tradition in California of kmiog putting into motion mass people's movements. *t is 


still the main channel of political expression for progressive a labor farces and the 


whole pro-war cam, It has close ties with the labor moveanent. All it needs is to 


unify its ranks, eliminate factimalism and show real leadership on the war issue, to 


revive and activize the denocratic masses once Moree 
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Labor can play the greatest role ofinfluenceing the leaders ef the Democratic 
Party and ite active rank and file in the various Cengressional and Assembly Districts 
to take up the fight once mere for Roosevelt peliéies and against the defeatists. 

There is a growing redlization in labor and demeoratio ranks that this must be done » but 
it has not yet taken organized form. We are pressing for such a policy to take ergan- 
ized form through Demooratio Party conferences called by county central committees in 
Assembly and Congressional Distriots, in collaboration with the trade unions. 

The municipal elections showed the pessibilities of rallying the pro-war forces 
in California in spite of the general upathy and indifference of most trade mions 
toward these municipal elections. In San Diege, for example, which has now become a 

"powerful airoraft industriel center, the wmited labor movement joined together to elect 
’ for the eiret time ea mayor, defeating the leader of the America First movement in San 
Diego. 

In Les Angeles, the mumicipal elections for City Council strengthened the pro- 
war foroes in the City Council by adding two new Comoilmen and oreating a sort of 
balance of power between the progressive and reactionary groups in the Council, where- 
as before the reactionary forces had a complete majority. 

In both of these elections, the Party played an important role in rallying labor 
and pro-war foroes for a oerresot policy, for more active partioipation in the eleotions 
end for placing the war issues in the forefront of the election campaign. 

In Oakland where no real pessibilities existed for a broad coalition, the Party 
concentrated on its ewn oandidete for City Council inone district, where it received 
12,000 votes, one-third of the total vote in that distriot, where the Party candidate 
carried 68 precinots out of 300 preoinots in thet district, and tied the vote in 28 


more praoincts, 
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In San “reneiseo, a bond election took place regarding the transportation problem 
where the Rossi administration suffered a defeat and the Party wan prestige by 
iniating a practical plan to merge the two street car systems, a plan which is 


hwd bein seriously considered by the offices of Derense Transportation in Wo dhing= 


ton. 


We are now approaching mayoralty elections in San Fran Giste inthe fall, 
and negotiations are now going on among various grou.s, both labor and business ele 
ments , for a broad coalition against the 2oggi administration. Unfortunately, there 


are asay candidates im the field and the main rask is to get the pro-war forces to 


agree on concentrating on one candidate as the only means to defeat Bossi, If und ty 


can be acheved around one candidate in the goming weeké, then the prospgets are good 


for the defeat of the Bogsi administration, which will have tremendous: poli tical: 


repercussions throughout the state for future elections, 


A few words avout some developments in the labo: movement. The Lewis strike 


created considerable confusion in Galifornia, but Labor's patriotism and awareness 


of the issues headed off a strike movement that was threatened py the forces fol- 


lowin, John D Frey in the shipyards and metal trades unions. There was recently held 


a Pacific Goast Metal Tradeg Gonference of all AFL trade unions which have control. 
in the shipyards on the west coast; where, where a resolution iuspired by John Brey 
Was introduced, to withdraw the ne-strike pledge and to threaten direct action if 


wage aijustuents were not fo rthcoming for the shipyard workers, Al though we have suffered 


a mimber of defeats oa this question in several unions previously, this issue coming 


up at the heigit of the Lewis strike threat Created a tremendéns and heated discussion 


a 


» and afier a two hour de bate the strike resolution of the rey forces was voted down 
¥ 
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by a vote of 75 to BI. Only a week after the Michigan 
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Conference of the UAW adopted thelr pro-Lewis resolu: Jom, the UAW conference in 
Los Angeles voted to condem the Lewis policy, to support Roosevelt and reaffirm 
4ts no-strike pledge. 

At the recent convention of the International Longshoremens and Warehouse- 
men's Union, a resolution was recently adopted demouncing Lewis as a traitor and 
supporting the mtional CIO position of Philip Murray. Nevertheless, in spite of 
these developments, which show an awareness in the ranks of the labor movenmt re- 
garding the Lewis insurrection, there 4g still not sufficient realisation of the 
dangers that the Lewis forces are creating for the labor movement in the country. 

Tor exasple, we have a number of experiences ef AFL officials who are 
against strikes ani who have stated so, but are reluctant to speak out epmly and 
publicly about Lewis himself. To neet this situation we have ta go to every local 
wmion and take up these issues with tbe membership, and not only to the local 
unions, in which in most cases you will not find the mjority of the membership 
there. For exauple, we went to a shipfitters local of some 10,000 members, with a 
resolution to reaffirm the no-strike pledge. The resolution was adopted, but there 
was less than 100 workers present out of a union of 10,000. And so we have to find 
ways and means to get to the workers who do not come to these meetings, and we bad 
an interesting experience to show the sentiment of the workers, even those who are 
not in close touch with the active leading forces of the unions, where in one plant 
a petition was circulated to reaffirm labor's no-strike pledge, ani out of 61 workers 


in that plant, 60 of them signed readily.

Even in the C10, the leading forces don't always see fully the political 
implications of Lewis! policy. They tend to rationalise and say the workers are con- 
fused and some of them are influenced by Lewis, bat when the issues are explained to 
the membership we don't find such a sitmtion; as in the case of one local meeting 
of 5,000 warehousemen where the issues of the Lewis strike threat were explained 
along the lines of Comrade Browder's St. Louis speech, 4t was fully understood, 
clearly, by the workers, and they fully supported the policy of the CI0, although 
that union hag many wage grievances which are agitating them. 

In the fight for labor unity, we still have an msatisfactory sitmtion, 
but a few favorable and significant r%gns have developed. For example, jurisdictional 
disputes have been one of the sorest sports wr the relations between the AFL and the 
CIO on the west coast, particularly since the Kaiser dispute broke out in the ship- 
yards. In spite of that fact, the Longshore and Warehousenen's Union, which has been 
ina bitter jurisdictional struggle everywhere with the feamsters up anddown the west 
coast, has just signed an agreement with the Teamsters in Los Angeles, a no-raiding 
agreement, agreeing each to withdraw from certain plants in which there was a conflict 


and an agreement not to raid each other's territory in thet area. I believe this is 


a very significant development and indicates that even the irritations and aggravati ous 


which are created by a mugher of jurisdictional disputes do not necessarily have to 
stand in the way of the development of the greater unity in the critical period in 
which the labor movement has to work today. 

Algo in Los angeles, the Cyntral Labor Council, which tas bem umer the 
leadership of Buzzell, one of the spearheads of the anti-mity, anti-war forces, 
recently showed a remrkable reversal, which was already mentioned by Comrade 
Hudson in his report, when the policy of Buzzell to withdraw from all war agencies 
where CIO representatives were present, was reversed and defeated by a vote of 124 


to 1, with only Buszel voting against. 
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Recently the reactionaries in the “ Pederation of Labor were able to 
put over a motion to call off the State Federation of Labor Convention, supposedly 


because of transportation difficulties. 
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Vanlor?. the state secretary.‘came to the left wing ferces and asked for asisstancé to 


get a new movement started from belox to get the coyvehtion ealled because he wants 


a convention of the AFL to reaffirm the war policigs of the administration and lobr's 
role in it. Unless Vanlor's (2) leadership also there has been oint work in the State

is predominant. However we were for the unity in recent weeks in that a visit by 

Phillip Murray to the West Coast where he spent a number of days in California, gave 

the opportunity for the leaders of tze C10 to correst sme o the mistakes they have made 
toward Murray recently a nd as a on great progress Was maie in establishing better re= 
lationship with Murray and creating t'e ground for greater unity on issues of war gnd other 
questions in the future. We oan also, say that our efiectiveness in trade unions work 

will undoubtedly b° on’ anced by tne Pac. that in the re cent recruiting drive the Parby 
strengthened its puiixikesx positions ii the trade union work. nor the first time in California 


our reoruiting drive brought in a majovity of trade unionists, some 75% and also for the

He was particularly incensed that he was refused seat as delegate at convention 
because he was Communist.

However, evidence indicates Schneiderman's 
expulsion was pre-arranged affair so that he could get inside facts as under=- 

cover agent of regular C. P. relative to membership, strength, plans, etc. of 

Trotzky faction. In March, 1930, he was again accepted into good graces of 

CG. P. and resumed functioning as special correspondent for Daily Worker.

The following information concerning Subject's Communist 
Party status and activities has been furnished to this office through con- 
fidential informants and other reliable sources of information as herein- 
after identified. 


Periodic reports of reliable informants identify Subject as con- 
tinuing in his capacity as State Secretary of the Communist Party in Cali- 
fornia, with headquarters at 121 Haight Street, San Francisco, where he 
devotes his full time to Party business. In such capacity, according to 
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Bureau 
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ONI, San Francisco : 
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informants, Subject is the chief policy maker and supervisory official of 
the Party in the State of California. 


No change of residence or other personal data has taken place 
since referenced report last submitted by the San Francisco office. 


Through confidential sources A and B it was ascertained by the 
San Francisco office that WILLIAM Z. FOSTER, National Chairman of the 
Communist Party, USA, met with the CIO Branch of the Communist Party, 
San Francisco, at the home of PAUL G. PINSKY, 1242 Pierce Street, 
San Francisco, at 8.00 Pk on July 6, 1943. A physical surveillance 
conducted by Agents of this office in the vicinity of this residence 
definitely identified Subject as in attendance wt this meeting with FOSTER. 


Source C reported to this office that on July 25, 1943, Subject, . 
in his capacity as a Party officer, was instructed by JOHN WILLIAMSON, 
national Party officer of New York City, to press the sale of subscriptions 
to the publication, “The New Masses," on the grounds that the magazine was 
considered a most effective political weapon for Party use within the ranks 
of professional people and the middle class. 


The San Francisco office has a copy of an issue of "The California 
Party Builder," published by the Communist Party State Committee in California, 
dated August 1943, which was furnished by a confidential source. The front 
page of this edition contains an extensive article by the Subject, captioned 
Wnited Political Action by Labor." In this article Subject points to the 
need for concerted action by all labor organizations in backing the Presi-~- 
dent and the war effort and in launching a political counter offensive 
against the defeatists as exemplified by JOHN L. LEVIS and the proponents 
of the Smith-Connally Act. The article continues, "...There is a growing 
responsibility for Party members in the trade unions to help hasten this 
process by more active participation of their own unions in every form of 
‘political activity affecting support of the war...Communists should not 
adopt a narrow, sectarian attitude toward any pro-war forces, including 
the most conservative...We are willing to unite with all forces in the 
unions who support the President and the war..." 


By report dated August 12, 1943, Source A reported that Subject 
was contacted in San Francisco by FuiLIX KUSMAN of New York, an official of 
the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, who was in San Francisco to select 
a delegation to a conference in tiexico City relating to activities in which 
the above Committee was interested. 


On or about September 1, 1943, the last mentioned informant supplied 
the information that GENE DENNIS, national Party officer of New York City, 
had instructed Subject to come to New York City for a short, special confer- 
ence with national Party officers during the month of September. 
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This office was advised by Confidential Source D that a convention 
of the Communist Party organization of San Francisco County was held on 
September 12, 1943, at 121 Haight Street, San Francisco. Physical surveil- 
lance at this address at the time of the meeting by Agents of this office 
disclosed Subject's attendance at the convention. 


A meeting of the State Buro of the Communist Party of California 
was held at 121 Haight Street, San Francisco, on September 15, 19435, which 
was attended and presided over by Subject, as reported to this office by 
Confidential Source A. Subsequent to the meeting Source A was informed 
that at the meeting Subject emphasized that the most difficult job facing 
the Party during the ensuing months would be the recruiting drive for new 
members. He also alluded to the problem of enlightening the neighborhood 
bratch units of the Party on the necessity for acceptance of Party trade 
union members frem the industrial branch units which are being dissolved at 
this time. Subject is also reported to have expressed the desire that more 
Party members who are active in trade unions work in the open in their 
labor activities as Party members se that the Party could form from them a 
labor committee similar to those used by the major political parties. 


Confidential Source BE reported that Subject departed from 
San Francisco on September 17, 1943, for New York City for a conference 
with Party leaders as previously indicated. Informant stated that 
’ Subject left San Francisco by train, to arrive in New York City on the 
morning of September 21, and that he contemplated returning to San Francisco 
about two weeks later. 


' The Seattle Field Division advised this office on Sept. 21, 1943, 
that Subject was scheduled to arrive in Seattle, Washington, on or about 
September 25 to confer with CARL REEVE, described as the Administrative 
Secretary for the 12th District of the Communist Party. It was, also reported 
that Subject had secured reservations in Seattle to return to San Francisco 
on October 1, 1943. 


Confirmation of Subject's visit in Seattle en route to San Francisco 
from New York City was supplied by Confidential Source A who also reported 
that Subject returned to San Francisco from his trip on October 2, 1943, 


Through the cooperation of Source A it was ascertained subsequent 
to Subject's return to San Francisco that his conference with national 
Party officers in New York City had concerned the latest international 
developments and the Party's current tasks in connection therewith. He 
reported to Party leaders in California that he -had been instructed that the 
greatest single issue facing the Communist Party today is the immediate 
opening of a second front in Western Europes Almost immediately after his 
return from New York, according to the above source, Subject proceeded to 
carry out in the California Party organization a concerted strategy to 
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further second front propaganda involving the exertion of immediate pressure 
on President Roosevelt and the ereation of a strong public demand in the 
United States for such action. Subject ordered a new type of editorial 
policy in the People's World, Party-dominated newspaper published at 

San Francisco, to override expected opposition on the West Coast to the 
second front program, by emphasizing that the defeat of Japan will quickly 
follow the defeat of Germany. He also ordered all Party members to capi- 
talize on the great Soviet celebrations which are scheduled for the period 
November 7-16, 1943, instructing them to prepare papers, hold mass meetings, 
obtain radio time, and use all other means of propaganda at their disposal. 


Shortly after his return from New York City, Subject also proposed 
a strengthening of the Party infiltration in American Federation of Labor 
unions: in this State, a course of action which he likewise may have been 
instructed to adopt by Party officers. In this connection Subject suggested 
that the Party organize meetings in San Francisco on-a city-wide basis to 
be held on Sunday for the express and exclusive purpose of promoting Party 
work within those union organizations. ay 


On October 10, 1943,. Confidential Squrce E reported he had ascer-~ 
tained that Subject ordered the insertion of an editorial on the question 
of labor unity in the People's World October 12, 1943, issue. In this edi- 
tion.of the paper there is an editorial entitled “Labor United Behind Reilly," 
referring to and defending a mid-campaign switch by CIO unions in San Fran- 
cisco in endorsing GEORGE R. REILLY. for the office of Mayor after having 
originally endorsed another candidate. -It appears that this is the editorial 
referred to by Source E as it is the only one in the People's World of that 
date answering the description as furnished by the informant. 


Reference is made to an Assoc¢iated Press report printed in the 
San Francisco daily newspapers from Washington, D. C., October 11, 1943, 
reporting that the United States petition for a re-hearing in the 
denaturalization case of Subject was denied by the U. 8. Supreme Court on 
that date. In connection with this action by the court, Source A reported 
that on that date Subject wired a statement to the Daily Worker newspaper 
in New York City commenting upon the decision. 


Source A also advised that on October 24, 1943, Subject made a 
short trip to Los Angeles, apparently on routine Party business.

Reference is made to the notation on the log of [Jat 2:25 P.M. 
on July 11, 1944, wherein it is noted that SCHNEIDERVAN received a phone 
call from an unknown individual introducing himself to SCHNEIDER*A™ as 
"AL, you know." An appointment was made in this conversation for 
SCHMEIDERVMAN to meet this unknown individual at the drug store down the hill 
from 121 Haight Street at 5:00 P.M. on July 11, 1944. 


The writer and Special Agent LAMONT L. TEOMFSON established a 
surveillance on the Hub Drug Store, Market and Haight Streets, prior to 
5:00 P.M. At 5:30 P.L. SCHNEIDFRVAN was seen to drive to the drug store in 
his automobile, entered the drug store and immediately returned to his auto~ 
mobile with an unknown individual. 


SCENEIDERMAN and this unknown individual, AL, sat in SCHNEIDPRYAN'S car 
on Market Street in front of the Hub Drug Store for 25 minutes. During this 
time they were engaged in earnest conversation and at 5:55 P.M. the unknown 
individual departed by streetcar down Market Street. It should be noted that 
this individual appeared to be in a good frame of mind, apparently satisfied 
with the conversation he had with SCHNEIDERMAN. He is described as approxi- 
mately 35 years of age, 5' 8" or 9" tall, weighing 150 rounds, black hair and 
cut long and receding in front, small bald svot on top, smail black mustache, 
wears glasses to read, dark complexion, heavy beard, wore light grey loose 
fitting double~breasted suit and was bake headed.
